Forest Fire 
Perils Town

SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. (?) — 


Wind-lashed flames, which have 
burned 2,000 acres of timber and 
scorched roofs and fences, today 
threatened a mountain town in Ca- 
Jon Pass, gateway to southern 
California from the east. 


Nearly 500 residents in 120 homes 


In Devore were alerted for possible 
evacuation. Fire crackled less than 
a mile from the San Bernardino 
Mountain community, t h r o u g h 
which runs U.S. Highway 66.

inont- Monday night. Fire fighters 
stepped the flames at the door- 
steps, but not until several roots 
and fences had caught fire.

Safety Chief 
Asks Action 


Bibb Also Wants 
More State Police, 
Higher Pay Range 
SPRINGFIELD, 111. UP)— 


Joseph D. Bibb, state public 
safety director, today advo- 
cated an Illinois speed limit 
of 65 miles an hour in day- 
time and 50 at night. 


He said this recommendation 


and others aimed at cutting down 
highway accidents, injuries and 
deaths have been laid on Gov. 
Stratton's desk for possible inclu- 
sion in the governor's message to 
the Legislature. 


Stratton will enumerate legisla- 


tive proposals of his administra- 
tion to the General Assembly 
when it convenes for a regular six 
months session Jan. 5. 


Other Recommendations 


Bibb told a reporter some of 


his other key recommendations 
call for: 


1. Addition of 257 patrolmen to 


the state police force. He said this 
would bring the force to 757 of- 
ficers and men, and about double 
its highway patrol capabilities. 


2. A raise in pay for police force 


members, including a boost in the 
scale for patrolmen from the pres- 
ent $322 to $352 range to $350 to 
$400 a month. The lower figure de- 
notes the starting salary. The pay 
hike and increase in personnel 
would cost about three million dol- 
lars combined. 


3. Setting up the Illinois Traffic 


Safety Council as a full fledged 
state agency within the Safety De- 
partment on a budget of $65,000 
a year. The council currently is 
little more than a paper agency 
with orphan status and a dribble 
of funds to support its safety edu- 
cation efforts. 


Speed Prime Factor 


Bibb said he has concluded that 


speed on the highways is "a prime 
factor in fatalities." This attitude 
is spreading across the nation, he 
added, and all traffic experts are 
agreed.

In addition, there would be pro- 
vision to give six months of train- 
ing each year to 100.000 youths 
who volunteer. They would then 
be obligated to serve in the re- 
serves for 9'i years. Men current- 
ly are drafted for two vears and 


then are supposed to serve in the 
reserves for six years.

Interviews 


Dixon Executives 
Expect No 'Boom,' 
But Steady Climb 


A near-unanimous majority 


of 
16 Dixon businessmen, 


bank and city officials, and 
plant executives interviewed 
Monday and today said they 
were looking forward to 1955 
with an air of optimism.

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Narrower Range for Cattle 
Likely; Demand Still High

The range of prices of beef cattle 


will probably narrow considerably 
during the next few months. The 
range is rather wide at present, 
but it usually decreases during the 
winter. 


The 
steer 
market 
showed

strength in the Thanksgiving-to- 
Christmas period. The average for 
all grades at Chicago was around 
$26, up about $2 from the year be- 
fore. The top from prime steers 
was around the $32 level, highest 
since the big increase in cattle 
marketings sent prices tumbling 
two years ago. 


The good prices for top-grade 


cattle have been due to strong 
consumer demand rather than to 
short supplies. Recent supplies of 
prime cattle at Chicago have been 
about one-half larger than those of 
a year earlier. But brisk business 
activity is sending the "good spend- 
TS" to the more expensive dining 
places that buy and serve prime 
steaks arid roasts. 


The good demand for prime cat- 
le seems likely to continue through 
he winter. On the other hand, sup- 
plies of well-finished cattle may in- 
crease enough to take the peak off 
he market. Reports of cattle on 
eed and shipments of stockers and 
feeders into the Corn Belt point to 
moderately larger supplies of fed 
cattle this winter than we had a 
year ago.

up well during January, but "Feb- 
ruary breaks" have been frequent. 
In the prewar years top grades 
often showed seasonal price weak 
nesses beginning hi December. 


Choice Steers 


A little more than half of al 


steers on the Chicago market in 
recent weeks have graded choice 
Prices have averaged $26 or a lit 
tie better, up about $2 from year 
before figures. High-level employ 
ment is providing good consume 
demand for beef from these cattle 
The normal price trend is down 
ward during the winter. 


Consumer demand promises to 


held up better this winter than i 
did last year, but market supplies 
may be a little larger. Shipments o 
stockers and feeders into the Corn 
Belt were rather large during the 
late summer and early fall. This 
points to fairly large marketings 
this winter. But total numbers of 
steers have been reduced consider- 
ably in the past two years, so mar- 
ket supplies should not be excessive 
unless temporarily bunched. More 
information on the cattle-feeding 
situation will be available soon 
when the report of cattle on feed 
Jan. 1 is released. 


Range Conditions 


Drouthy conditions persist over 


much of the West and South. One 
large area in Illinois, to the south 
of Springfield and Decatur, has 
had very little precipitation since 
August. 


The fall was unusually dry in 


Kansas, Oklahoma, central and 
northern Texas, New Mexico, Colo- 
rado and Wyoming. In most areas 
of these states, pastures and ranges 
are poor and .t?ed supplies are 
short. The wheat pastures are not 
;ood and are carrying only a few 
cattle. In most of these areas, ex- 
cess cattle have been shipped out. 


Drouth has also continued in the 


Southeast, Mississippi, Georgia and 
South Carolina being hardest hit. 


In the northern Great Plains, 


weather favorable to livestock con- 
tinued through the fall. Cornstalks, 
cured range and wheat furnished 
much feed. Drouth in this area next 
summer would probably send many 
cattle to market.

Flood Control 
Included in 
Legislation

On July 31, 1953. the President 


of the United States sent a mes- 
sage to Congress stating that there 
was a iteed for conservation of 
land and water in our smaller 
particularly in upstream areas.

The bill gave the Secretary au- 


thority to cooperate with states 
and local agencies in planning and 
carrying out "improvements" for 
Hood control and for soil and wa-

Congress this year passed legis- 


lation (Public Law 566) to carry 
out the President's plan. Follow- 
ing are some of the important pro- 
visions in the new water shed Pro- 
tection and Flood Prevention Act: 


1. Local organizations (such as 


a city, village, county, soil con- 
servation district, drainage dis- 
trict or state agency) may apply 
to the Secretary of Agriculture for 
assistance. 


2. The application must be ap- 


proved by a state agency or by the 
povernor and by the Secretary of 
Agncultuie Before he approves, 
the Secretary must determine that 
the benefits will exceed the costs. 


3. eFderal aid is received in the 


form of joint planning, surveying, 
and financing with the local spon- 
soring organization. It is expected 
that over half of the cost of each 
improvement (such as a dam) 
will be paid from local funds. 


4. The local sponsoring organi- 


zation is required to do the follow- 
ing: acquire land, easements and 
right-of-ways; pay a share of the 
cost (all costs not related to flood 
prevention are paid from local 
funds); provide for operation and 
maintenance; and obtain from 
owners of at least half the land an 
agreement to carry out soil con- 
serrvation programs. 


This last requirement would 


seem to make it necessary that 
every water-shed and water man- 
agement program be planned with 
a soil conservation district or at 
least that the conservation district 
be a co-sponsor. This would be 
the only practical way to make 
sure that the minimum soil con- 
servation program is carried out. 


The law contains some restric- 


tions on the size of the watershed 
plan. The total area cannot ex- 
ceed 250,000 acres. A "structure" 
s limited to 5.000 acre-feet of to- 
al capacity, and any structure 
vith a capacity over 2,500 acre- 
'eet must be approved by the

Save Dairy Feed 
By Culling Your 
Poor Producers 


URBANA — J. G. Cash, exten- 


sion dairy specialist at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois College of Agricul- 
ture, says that cows are like cars 
in at least one respect. 


Usually, Cash pointed out, the 


more miles you drive your car, 
the less it costs for each mile. In 
the same way, the more milk a 
cow produces, the less it costs to 
produce each pound. 


In each case overhead costs rep- 


resent a high proportion of the to- 
tal cost, but they are more or less 
fixed no matter how much cows 
produce or cars are used. 


For cows, the feed needed for 


body maintenance accounts for 
much of the fixed overhead. For 
example, 1953 Dairy Herd Im- 
jrovement 
Association 
records 


show that the feed cost for one cow 
producing 10,000 pounds of milk 
vas S44 less than the total feed 
cost for two cows, each producing 
',000 pounds of milk. Feed cost for 
me cow producing 15.000 pounds of 
milk was $123 less than total feed 
cost for three cows each producing 
,000 pounds of milk.. 
Only cows with a relatively high 


evel of production will pay over- 
lead costs and make a satisfactory 
eturn above feed costs. 
Save feed by culling all cows of 


the higher testing breeds that pro 
duce less than 5.000 pounds of milk 
a year and cows of the lower test 
jig breeds that produce less than 
,500 pounds of milk, the dairy spe 
ialist suggests. 


Illinois Brucellosis 
Program Clears 
Financial Hurdle 


SPRINGFIELD — (Special) — 


State and federal agriculture offi- 
cials report that the financial hur- 
dle obstructing a program of test- 
ing Illinois dairy and breeding 
herds for brucellosis has been 
cleared. 


Stillman J. Stanard, director of 


the state Department of Agricul- 
ture, and Dr. N. H. Hewlett, fed- 
eral veterinarian, announced joint- 
ly that a request for $720,000 to 
continue the program in Illinois 
has been granted by the federal 
government. 


The grant includes $400,000 to be 


used as federal indemnity pay- 
ments on animals reacting to the 
brucellosis test, and $320,000 for 
payments to veterinarians con- 
ducting the testing program. 


Approval of the application for 


federal aid means the program 
will be in full swing during the six 
months preceding the deadline 
date next July 1, Stanard said. 


Legislation enacted by the 68th 


General Assembly requires that 
all grade A milk be produced by 
brucellosis-free herds by that date. 


Stanard said 290 veterinarians 


have been approved and are work- 
ing on the program in Illinois. 
Blood samples are being taken 
and tested in state and federal 
laboratones. 


Approved veterinarians are qual- 


ified to appraise reacting animals, 
and tag and brand the reactors. 
Federal indemnity payments—lim- 
ited to one-third of the difference 
between the appraised value and 
the salvage on the animal—will be 
paid only on animals in herds un- 
der a "test and slaughter plan." 


Herds may be placed under the 


plan if the owner agrees to blood 
tests for all of the herd except 
known reactors, and to remove all 
known reactors after the first test 
has been made. 


To qualify for indemnity, all re- 


actors on the farmer's premises 
must be removed for slaughter. 
Indemnity payments may not ex- 
ceed $25 for grade animals and $50 
for purebreds.

If you're serious about it, you might take a tip from cor- 


porations. They strike a trial balance sheet when they want 
to find out where they stand. And they keep up a watchful 
search for the best plan to make assets and funds work for 
them for maximum saving.

The man with a small income has more variations on 


ways of saving than he used to-and is using more outlets, 
top, the Research Institute of America points out today. 
He is buying stocks on the installment plan, investing in mu- 
tual funds, using investment plans especially packaged by 
banks. 
The standard outlets for saving, of course, continue to 


be banks and other saving accounts, insurance, savings bonds, 
corporate securities, real estate.

For its 50,000 members the institute has drawn up a 


savings policy memo for 1955 which shows them how to find 
out if they're really saving or not, and to determine which is 
the best way for them to save. 


Here are the principal points:

The Doctor Says: 


Bed Rest, Injections Can Be 
Helpful to 'Milk Leg' Victim

Miss W., among others, has in- 


quired 
recently 
concerning 
the 


condition known as phlebitis. She 
has had trouble with this, she adds, 
for over 30 years and is inconstant 
pain. Other correspondents have 
asked about thrombophlebitis and 
about milk leg which are related 
conditions. 


It seems best first to explain 


.what these conditions are. Phle- 
bitis is an inflammation of the in- 
side lining of the veins—generally 
the leg veins. This may be asso- 
ciated with blood clots inside these 
blood vessels in which case the con- 
dition is called 
thrombophlebitis. 


Milk leg (called also phlegmasia 
alba dolens) is a phlebitis of a par- 
ticular vein (the femoral) of the 
leg -which causes a whitish swelling 
of that limb. 


WHAT CAUSES THESE condi- 


tions? They may follow a blow or 
some other injury. Sometimes they 
develop after an infection, an op- 
eration, or childbirth. At times they 
start in without any obvious cause 
at all. They can arise with surpris- 
ing suddenness or develop gradual- 
ly- 


Most c a s e s of phlebitis or 


thrombophlebitis are rather acute 
at the start. As in any other acute 
illness, therefore, rest in bed is 
desirable. If the inflammation in- 
volves a leg vein, the leg is gen- 
erally raised an dheat is applied, 
all of these measures being aimed 
at reducing the inflammation and 
aiding the circulation. Other meth- 
ods — such as injections — have 
been reported favorable. 
Some- 


times such treatment is enough and 
rapid and complete recovery takes 
place. Annoying as acute phlebitis 
is at the time it is not as much of 
a problem as the chronic condition 
which often seems to go on in- 
terminably. 


IT IS ABOUT the chronic va- 


riety such as in Miss W.'s case, 
that most who write to me are 
particularly concerned. Although a 
difficult problem at best, treat- 
ment is constantly improving. For 
example the sulfa drugs and peni- 
cillin or its relatives are often 
found helpful. In addition it is al- 
ways necessary to search for 
sources of infection in such places 
as the teeth or tonsils. Small doses 
of X-rays are 
sometimes used. 


Surgery has possibilities as it may 
be advisable to tie or remove the 
inflammed vein. 


PREVENTION IS even more im- 


portant than treatment. Here real 
progress has been made and many 
of those who would have had this 
trouble a few years ago are now j

The Reece committee which investigated tax-exempt foundation! 


found that the Reid Foundation, of the New York Herald Tribune, 
was an "example of the use of a foundation to retain management 
control of an enterprise." 


The Herald Tribune immediately retorted that the investigation 


"bore the earmarks of unfairness and bias." The Herald Tribun* 
viewed the whole business with virtuous alarm as a 
threat to "the legislative branch" and to "liberty 
itself." 


The committee said: "The Herald Tribune lev- 


elled extraordinarily savage attacks at this com- 
mittee during its work both in editorials and in 
what purported to be its news columns." 


The report tells us that the late Ogden M. Reid, 


husband of Helen Rogers Reid, the present boss 
of the paper, created this foundation on Aug. 2, 
1942. 
He executed 17 promissory notes, bearing no 


interest, payable to him by the publishing com- 
««*ti>fwk r«f*» 


pany which owns the H-T. He transferred these notes to the found*, 
tion. Further notes and open accounts were left to the foundation 
under Reid's will. These gifts and bequests "were apparently cleared 
as free of gift tax and estate tax, respectively." 


Here comes the ouch. 
The report says: "There seems to be considerable doubt whether 


these transfers were truly tax-exempt. 
A careful review by the la- 


ternal Revenue might well be in order. 


"The deed which transferred the 


first batch of notes ($2,473,392) to 
the foundation, was an odd instru- 
ment. The notes bear no interest. 
On the other hand, the transfer au- 
thorizes the collection of the notes 
by the foundation only, for 'its sole 
use and benefit.' 
The foundation 


thus has been given a frozen as- 
set bearing no income, with no 
right to sell it to produce income 
from reinvestment. 


"It might be argued that the 


foundation, even though it earns 
no interest on the notes, can spend 
its principal. 
True. But its only 


obligation is to pay out its income. 
A payment on a note would con- 
stitute 
principal, 
not 
income. 


Moreover, the notes are not pay- 
able unless the New York Herald 
Tribune, Inc., cares to pay them. 
The deed provides that the founda- 
tion, ' at the request of the Tribune 
will extend the time of payment of 
said indebtedness or any part 
thereof on such terms as a ma- 
jority of the directors of the foun- 
dation may decide.' " 


So, the Herald Tribune, with a 


majority of four of its own direc- 
tors among the seven directors of 
the foundation, has a practical 
right to grant itself unlimited ex- 
tensions 
Of time on obligations 


which bear no interest. The com- 
mittee discovered that the Herald 
Tribune's agents serving on the 
foundation could postpone collec- 
tion for 1,000 years. 


"Note also." the report says, 


that while the foundation 
may 


stage 'terms and conditions' for 
extension, they cannot deny the 
right to an extension. Note, final- 
ly, that the directors of the foun- 
dation were nominees of its crea- 
tor, the donor of the notes." But 
can the foundation compel actual 
payment? On that point the com- 
mittee says: "The foundation may 
compromise the indebtedness (that 
is. forgive It in as large a part as 


it wishes) at will and thus virtual- 
ly make a gift to the Herald Trib- 
une of property dedicated to pub- 
lic use." 


Now the committee comes to 


"perhaps 
the 
most 
interesting 


clauses" providing that the foun- 
dation must always give the H-T 
"every reasonable opportunity and 
full cooperation to work out its fi- 
nancial affairs." 


The committee charges that the 


intention was to establish a busi- 
ness arrangement and not a foun- 
dation engaged solely in charitable 
work. "It was to subordinate what- 
ever philanthropic work had been 
planned 
to the welfare of the 


paper and the interest of the Reid 
family" in the Herald Tribune. 


"There was," the report says, 


"no free gift of the notes. They 
were transferred under a contract 
to assist the publishing company 
in its financial problem and, by 
clear inference, to make this ob- 
jective superior to its presumed 
charitable function. 


"It was a magnificently de- 


signed arrangement. 
It is very 


likely that it might have been im- 
possible to pay taxes on this J8,« 
500,000 and still retain In the fam- 
ily control of a Herald Tribune left 
financially sound. 


<rCcrnparatively little in the way 


of 'charity' has been done by the 
foundation in relation to the sii* 
of its assumed capital. 
Earning 


no interest, it is dependent on 
capital payments by the Herald 
Tribune when it chooses to make 
payments. There have been some 
principay payments and these have 
evidently been used to create Reid 
fellowships and for other purposes. 
But its performance as a $8,500,- 
000 foundation has been, in the ag- 
gregate, understandably pitiful. It8 
first obligation has been to support 
the Herald Tribune."

A large two-tined fork, 
preferably with a guard, and a 
thin-bladed. keen-edged knife are 
indispensable. Some carvers like 
to use poultry shears. If your tools 
are polished to gleaming bright- 
ness, they will be part of the table 
decoration rather than a bare es- 
sential. 


Miss Acker says an overcooked 


bird can hardly be carved suc- 
cessfully. 
Therefore, 
take your 


bird from the oven before the 
meat falls from the bone. To keep 
the bird warm, use a large platter 
that has been preheated. Go easy 
on the garnishes, because an over- 
loaded platter will not give the 
carver enough room to do the job. 
A perfectly roasted bird is its own 
best garnish; it doesn't need much 
decoration. Some crisp parsley 
around the bird will be enough. 
Paper frills around the drum- 
sticks, however, are not only dec- 
orative, but also useful. They give 
the carver a chance to take hold 
of the leg as he removes it with- 
out touching the bird. 


Enough meat should be carved 


to at least serve every guest. If 
at all possible the platter should 
be large enough to lay the carved 
portions on it for serving. If the 
bird is extra-large, use another 
plate for the carved pieces.

killing drug made from 
cobra 


venom — of a soapy threat to fish 
in the ocean — and detection on 
earth of a missing chemical ele- 
ment.

from cobras is being used as a 
substitute for morphine for relief 
of severe, protracted pain, said Dr.

administrative or judicial." 


Schroeder said he may appeal 


the case direct to the U. S. Su- 
preme Court. Atty. Gen. Latham 
Castle said the adverse ruling by 
the panel might mean a delay of 
two months or more in the sale 
of the bonds.

LISBON, Portugal IB—Portugal 


warned India Monday night that 
she will use "all possible means" 
to resist any invasion of the Portu- 
guese Indian terntory of •Damao. 


A communique from the Over- 


seas Ministry said armed men 
with combat equipment had been 
sighted on Indian territory near 
the Portuguese pocket and that 
since Friday Indian border offi- 
cials had stopped all mail and 
travelers to and from Damao. 


Damao. an area of 1,449 square 


miles important for its valuable 
teak forests, fishing and shipbuild- 
ing, has been held by the Portu- 
guese since 1559. It is one of the 
three Portuguese districts un In- 
dia's west coast which Prime Min- 
ister Nehru has demanded repeat- 
edly be ceded to India. 


Portugal has refused even to 


discuss the Indian demands.

There was no windshield to 
protect him from the terrific rush 
of wind. He wore a plastic helmet 
and visor. 


"My eyeballs became uncaged, 


but there was no impairment of 
thinking," he said in a telephone 
interview. 


No Details 


Although he made his rapid jour- j 


ney at Holloman Air Development 
Center, N M., on Dec. 10, the Air 
Force didn't disclose details until 
Monday. 


The speed record came only as 


a secondary part of the test. 
Stapp's ride was taken to simulate 
pressure that airmen would en- 
counter bailing out of a supersonic 
plane flving l.COO m.p.h. at an al- 
titude of 35.000 feet. 


Asked if he is convinced a pilot 


can safely bail out at supersonic 
speeds, the bespectacled scientist 
said he wants to make another 
test before giving an answer. Re- 
sults will determine the best tvpe 
of ejection apparatus 
for high- 


speed airplanes 


On the Dec. 10 run. Stapp collec- 


ted two black eyes and was blinded 
8J3 minutes but reported no other 
ill effects except for some small 
blood blisters from dust particles 
in the air. 


Blacked Out 


During the five seconds of ac 


celeration. he was subjected to 
about nine Gs, or nine times the 
pressure of gravity. It blacked out 
his eyesight for about two sec- 
onds Frum top speed to a com- 
plete stop took 1.4 seconds, sub- 
jecting the rider to an average 
pressure, 27 times the force of 
gravity for more than a second. 


'•I saw bright yellow and then 


vivid red." he said. "The pain was 
intense. So intense that I recall 
very little of the G pressure in 
stopping."
